FATHER LACOMBE INTRODUCED TO SIR 
JOHN, 


THE ESTIMATES. 


Sir John, in introducing Bill No. 
92, to provide for the introduction 
among Indian communities of a sys- 
tem of self-government, said : This 
isa li!l intended to meet a difficulty 
.-nnected with the more advanced 
bands of Indians whose se] f-govern- 
ment is now carried on in council, 
where they can discuss matters 
affecting their communities, and 
where the chiefs have the principal 
power. In some of the more ad- 
vanced communities the Indians are 
civilized to all intents and purposes, 
itis thought well that there should 
be eomething more than a rere in- 
formal council where they cannot 
speak authoritatively. The bill is 
tentalive to a considerable extent. 
It provides that in such Indian com- 
munities as the Governor in Coun- 
cil thinks fit for the operation of 
this Act, the Indians shal! meet on 
a certain day and elect six couacil- 
lors; that those six councillors shall 
elect a chief ecuncillor, who shall 
be what would be called a reeve 
among the white communities in 
Ontario, and that they shall have the 
sume powers as are given to the 
cnets under the Lndian Act, and also 
certain additional powers of arrang- 
ing among themselves tor the im- 
provement of their reserves. These 
are, shortly, the provisions of the 
Act. 

Aa unusually large number of 
questions to be put by members and 
notices Of motion were on the order 
paper to-day. A number of the 
questions were from Mr, Blake, and 
referved to the C.P.R. and its affairs. 
Sir Charies Tupper refused tu answe: 
them, on the plea that it was not in 
the pablic interest. A large num- 
ber of the motious relate to tir 
lands of the Northwest, and were 
moved by Me. Charltua without 
colilment, 


Cc. P, B. DEPOSIT. 


Sir Leonard Tilley said, in reply to 
Mr. Biake, that the deposit received 
from the Bank of Montrey yy the 
Government ou behalf of t ag.P.R. 
to secure the payment of the 3 per 
cent. guarantee was dated the 16th 
November, 1883, and was for the 
sum of $8,561,783, and a further 
sum tor $148.507 being the equival- 
ent of interest on $15,042,745 for 
eighty-five days, trom the 17th of 
Angust to the 10th of November. 
Out of this amount a temporary loan 
was made to the company, necessi- 
tated by the rapid construction of 
the work. £196,200 was used to re- 
tire sterling debentures falling due 
at London in January; and turee 
millions were deposited in the Bank 
ot Montreal at 4 per cent. 


LIQUOR PELMITS. 


Mr. Blake said from a perusal of 
the newspapers it was evident that 
gross abuses took place in the issuiny 
uf liquor permits, He understood 
permits were issued for an unlimited 
quantity. The exercise ot the power 
of granting permits by Lieutenant- 
Governors ought to be restricted. 
He observed a tax or fee was charged 
for those permits. He did not know 
on what authority this was done. 


Sir John said gross abuses had 
prevailed in the past, but this had 
Leen stopped and the permit system 
greatly restricted. 


NORTHWEST ADM:NISTRATION, 


Mr, Cameron (Huron) moved for 
all correspondence and representa- 
tions made by the Northwest Cou- 
cil to the Dominion Government on 
the subject of the administration of 
affairs in the Northwest. He also 
moved for correspundence relating to 
the withdrawal of homesteads and 
ne-emptions in the town reserves of 

tegina, Moose Jaw and other places 

on the line of the C.P.R. He dvew 
attention to the cases of persons whe 
had settled on these lands several 
years ago. 'I'hese people had become 
dissatisfied and disgusted at their 
treatment, He thought they should 
be allowed to obtain their lands on 
the same terms as those who went 
out to new localities, and he hoped 
action would be taken before the ad- 
vent of spring. 


Sin John Macdonald said he would 
draw the attention of the Department 
to the cuses spoken of and could as- 
sure him that every case would be 
dJea!t with on its merits. He did not 
believe enyfperece had been evicted 
from these town-sites or the mile- 
belt. No definite rule had been laid 
down, but each case would be judges 
on vts merits. Tt was a matter of no 


consequence to the Government) vaqeu 
whether A., B. or C. was given a| i 
title to certain lands. if they had | 
legal right they would be maintained, 
and if these were equitable or moral 
rights they would be guarded.
